The surveyor of the Landport Salvage 
association, Capt. Lorton, was in charge 
wf the ,m-ck, and had orders to make a 
push to get her cleared out while the 
weather held fine. We put up at a 
neighboring village, a place called St. 
Nevin, n pretty little spot hidden away 
at the top of a small landlocked bay.

the little parlor of the Mariner's Rest 
—the only thing in the shape of a hotel 
of which St..

up to a gale before night. If it does, 
there won't be 'much of the Magellan 
left by morning, Lawrenceson.

I noticed that Capt. George had

"I should like to know whefe such .a 


rock exists?" said Capt. Lorton, in a 
way that showed plainly he had very 
little faith in anything of the kind. 


:.' "Well, I'll tell you," returned the old 
skipper, knocking the ashes out of his 
pipe, and laying it on the mantel-shelf. 
"It exists in the broad Atlantic—out in 
mid-ocean — somewhere between the 
Azores and the coasfcTf Nova Scotia.' 


"A pretty wide range, that," re- 


marked Capt. Lorton. 


"Yes, but a dangerous one." 
Linklater stood up, turned his back to 


the fire, and seemed striving to recall 
some half-forgotten facts. Every eye 
was fixed upon his weather-beaten 
face; we saw he had a strange stoJy to 
tell. 


"It is a well-known fact," he began, 


"^hat every year three or" four vessels 
—sometimes more — .disappear i° the 
Atlantic, and their fate has always re- 
mained a mystery. As far back as 1SS4, 
the President sailed from Liverpool, in 
charge of the most skillful navigators 
of the day, Capt. Koberts, the man who 
commandefl the Sirius, the first steam- 
er that crossed the Atlantic. 
She 


foundered in mid-ocean with all hands. 
In 1S40 the Savannah, an American 
sailing ship, left New Orleans for Bris- 
tol, She was sighted off the Bahamas, 
but from that day to this nothing more 
was heard of her. In 1850 the South- 
ern Cross disappeared in the same man- 
ner. A few years later an emigrant 
steamer — the Nomad, I think — went 
down with eight hundred souls, and 
the cause of the disaster was never 
known. Between 1800 and 1870, no less 
than ' eighteen vessels 8isappeared__in 
the same mysterious way. Coming down 
to a later date we have the Crusader— 
•ihe old Crusader, I mean—the Cleptic, 
the White Slave, the Ontario, an Amer- 
ican liner, and a host of others. In 1S90 
we have the Erin, of the National line, 
the Italian bark Silvio, which sailed 
from Holyhead in January of that year 
and was subsequently spoken in the 
North Atlantic, the Thanemore, a Brit- 
ish steamer, and the Roman Empire, a 
splendid iron ship which was passed on 
the llth of June by a homeward-bound 
vessel, and reported 'all well' 
But,v 


perhaps the strangest case of all was 
that of the German ship, the Maria 
Kickmers, about which there has been 
so much talk latelv in the shipping 
world." 


"I remember hearing of her," said 


Capt. Lorton. "She was a five-masted 
bark, I think, and said to be the largest 
sailing ship afloat." 


"Well, this magnificent vessel, rally 


manned, and in charge of experienced 
ofiicers, sailed from Saigon for Bremen 
on the 15th of July, 1S93. It was only 
her second voyage, mind you. She was 
sighted in the Atlantic, about three 
hundred miles west of the Azores, and 
the total disappearance of such a ship, 
in comparatively fine weather, is one of 
the most remarkable of these ocean 
mysteries. 
From all those vessels, not 


one soul escaped to tell of the disaster, 
and save in one or two instances, not 
even a boat or life buoy belonging to 
them was picked up. How did they 
disappear? 
You will say they foun- 


dered in a gale; possibly some of them 
might have done so, but not all. How 
do you account for the fact that dozens 
of other vessels cross'ed the Atlantic hi 
safety at the very same time, often 
without encountering unusually bad 
weather?" 


"It seems strange, certainly," re- 


marked Moxly. 


"It just comes to this," continued the 


skipper, in a rather excited way, for he 
was now thoroughly warmed into the 
subject. "It just comes to this: An un- 
known danger lay in the path of those 
vessels—or some of them, at any rate— 
the}' came upon it-suddenly, perhaps in 
the dead of night when they were least 
prepared, and the result was an appal- 
ling disaster." 


"But I dont see how ail this proves 


the existence of a mid-Atlantio rock," 
said Capt. Lorton. 


"Wait a minute; I'm coming to that 


presently," replied Linklater. "In '76 I 
was bound from Pensacola, in Florida, 
to Falmouth, with a cargo of grain. 
My vessel—the bark St. Kilda, of Suth- 
erland—afterwards wrecked, you may 
remember, off Cape Hatteras—was what 
you might call a clipper, though a good, 
safe boat in a heavy sea. Her qualities 
were well tested on that voyage, at any 
rate; we came in for one of the stiffest 
gales 1 ever encountered in the Atlan- 
tic. After trying to hold her on her 
course for some hours, I had to give it 
up as a bad job, and let her drive. We 
ran away before the wind for the best 
part of two^days in a nor'westerly di- 
rection. 


"When the gale slackened a bit, 1 


jot the vessel round, and commenced to 
beat back to our f orraer course. It was 
still blowing fresh enough, the sea 
running high, and the clouds showing

sparing with our canvas. One night, 
just- as I was about to ^o below and 
turn in. the man in the bows suddenly 
sung out:

THE KINGDOM OF HEAVEN. 


'Wrong Ideas About') the Kingdom of 
Heaven.—V. 
1. Mark 9:33, 34. In 


judging any person's character we must 
always take into consideration ' the 
place of any sayings or doings in his 
life and training. For,' instance, it is 
said that Luther called the Epistle of 
James "an epistle of straw," and worse, 
and this is quoted even by Farrar as 
Luther's opinion, but I read also that 
Luther wrote thus iu bis earlier writ- 
ings, 'and revised his opinion in his 
maturer writings. It was not Luther 
as a whole, 'but Luther's youth that 
said those things. So we must e"ver dis- 
tinguish between what the apostles 
said and did in their early life under 
the discipline of Jesus, and what they 
did when they had learned their les- 
sons, It is unfair to charge upon the 
apostles what they did in their school- 
days. Here they disputed as to which 
should be greatest, but Dr. Monroe 
Gibson says: "If there is one thing 
more characteristic of the apostles in 
their after life than any other, it is 
their self-forgetfulness—th'eir self-ef- 
facement, we may say.... Where does 
Matthew ever say a word about the 
sayings or doings of Matthew? Even 
John, who was "nearest of all to the 
heart of the Saviour, and with Him in 
all His most trying hours, can write a 
whole gospel without ever mentioning" 
his own name; and when he has occa- 
sion to speak of John the Baptist does 
it as if there were no other John in ex- 
istence. So was it with them all. And 
thus did they at last attain true great- 
ness in the kingdom of_Heaven." On 
the way home from the Mount of 
Transfiguration the disciples had a 
sharp discussion among themselves as 
to who should be the greatest. 


The Origin of the Discussion.—It may 


have arisen (1) from the fact that three 
of theiir number had been selected by 
Jesus for His companions on the mount; 
(3) the keys had-been given to Peter, 
and he was to be a foundation stone of 
the kingdom (10:18, 19); (3) Judas, as 
the treasurer, may have had special 
ambitions, as he thought of being chief 
of the treasury of the Messiah king; 
(<i) we know that some time after this 
the mother of James and John came to 
Jesus, asking for her sons the place 
nearest the king-(Matt. 20:20, 21); (5) 
those who had received special favors 
may, 
possibly, have usurped some au- 


thority, assumed a dictatorial spirit, 
which would naturally be resented by 
the others; (G) all this would be in- 
tensified by their .expectation that the 
kingdom would soon be set up. At 
apernaum Jesus asked them about 
their dispute by the way, but the 
guilty ones held their peace from 
shame. After Peter had returned from 
paying the tribute, "at the same time," 
either these having thought it over, or 
the others, "came unto Jesus, saying: 
Who -is the greatest in the kingdom of 
Heaven?" Will you settle the question 
for us? 


The Childlike Spirit the Way Into the 


Kingdom.—Vs. 2, 3. Mark 9:35, 3G. In 
answer to their question Jesus gath- 
ered the twelve around Him,andtaught 
them that they had wholly mistaken 
the way to greatness, for "if any man 
desires to be first, the same shall be 
Last of all, and servant of all;!' simply 
because the desire to be first is the ex- 
act opposite to the spirit which is the 
iaw of Christ's kingdom—the spirit of 
:ove, of self-denial,' of helpfulness of 
others, of humility.- Therefore, the 
more anyone has of ,-tbe desire to be 
first, theless he belongs to Christ's king- 
dom. 
So that the very desire tobefirst 


makes him last by the very nature of 
things. 
* 


The Self-Seeking Spirt leads to Sa- 


tan's kingdom, not to Christ's. It is the 
spirit of hell, not of Heaven. It begets 
evils innumerable and 
sorrows un- 


SDeakable. "Fling away ambition; by 
that sin fell the angels." "Aut Cfesar 
aut mullus," "to be first or nothing," 
eads to crimes and wars. It was Mil- 
ton's Satan who said: "Better to reign 
n hell than serve in Heaven." "How 
.ike a mounting devil in the heart rules 
ihe unreined ambition." 


But distinguish between the strong 


desire to improve, to have large use- 
ulness, to grow in holiness and love; 
and the desire to have more honor and 
power, or even to be better than others. 
To do the very best we can in every- 
thing is our duty. The song: "Oh! to 


nothing," is right if it means that 


ve seek nothing for ourselves, but 
wrong if it means that we are willing 
to be ciphers in God's work. 


An Object Lesson.—-2. "And

A Rare and Dangerous Operation 


on a Bueaa Vista Woman. 


Mrs. Barbara Holler Relieved of a Gall 


Stono Weighing 120 Grains, as I<nrge a» 


a Guinea Egg—A Rare Operation at 


a Cincinnati Hospital. 


At the private hospital of Dr. Edwin 


Rieketts, on Broadway, yesterday, Mrs. 
Barbara Heller, of Buena Vista, 0.,sub- 
mitted to a dangerous operation lor the 
removal of a gall stone, which, in size 
and hardness, has seldom been equaled. 
When cleansed it weighed exactly 13d 
grains, and was as large as a guinea 


O Cffff 
et>' 


Mrs. Heller is 53 years old, and the 


mother of seven children. When she 
arrived at the hospital, a week ago, she 
was very nTuch emaciated from long 
suffering, and the case seemed almost 
hopeless. 
She had suffered for six 


years with the terrible affliction, and 
any fate seemed preferable to her than 
this continued agony. Dr. Ricketts in- 
formed Trfrs. Heller of her critical con- 
dition, and, her husband consenting1, 
the operation was performed as stated. 


With the assistance of .his staff, Dr. 


Ricketts placed the patient under the 
influence of chloroform and then the 
work was begun. A five inch incision 
was made on the right side just above 
the liver. The course of the knife was 
a bloody one, as this particular region 
abounds in numerous arteries, which 
were necessarily severed. After these 
had been caught up and ligated the 
knife was again called into requisition 
to make an opening into the gall-duct, 
the seat of the trouble. A four-inch 
incision laid bare that organ wherein 
the gall-stone was imbedded. Its re- 
moval was quickly affected, and, after 
both wounds were thoroughly washed 
with antiseptic 
solutions, 
fourteen 


stitches were required to close them. 


This completed the operation, which 


in poiut of time is probably the best on 
record, but .85 minutes having been 
taken up, beginning with the adminis- 
tration of the anaesthetic until the 
wounds were closed. Mrs. Heller ral- 
lied very quick]}' from the shock, and 
.ast night was resting easy, after the 
severe ordeal, with no dcubt in the 
mind of the physician that in a few 
weeks she will have recovered'entirely.

Heller is well known in this 


city, having lived for a number of 
ears in Corryville. She is a sister of 
Matthew Hardoerfer, who for many 
•ears was a keeper at the Zoological 
Garden, and whose tragic death by bo- 
ng literally torn to pieces by one of 
;he grizzly bears is still fresh in the 
ninds of the readers of the Enquirer, 
Mrs. Heller's husband is a trustee! em- 
ploye of the Huena "Vista Freestone 
company, aad has been in constant at- 
.endance upon her since she entered
